Steps by which Men afcended to ‘iat high Dignity; ind f no" 
was aluniend into the Senate till 50 Years of Age. The Nobles 
or the Patricii were the only Perfons at firft, who pretended to 
that Honour ; but ag gt Plebeians were receiv’d into the Se- 
nate; that is to,fay;fuch of themas were Free-men. ~~. 

We m yer what degree of Merit it was which 
could intitle any Man to be Head of oF fach an Auguft Society, and 
it was ufually ‘de eldeft of .thofé who had born the of 
Cenfor. 

All thofe admitted into the Senate-were not-Senators, tho’ al- 
low’d a deliberative Voice: Of this fort were the Confuls, Pre- 
tors, and Cenfors, when they had perform’d their Office, if they 
were not before-hand lifted into. the, y. >: The. Magil iftrates of 
lefS note, fuch as Tribunes, were not allow’d to fpeal i in the Se- 
nate, but only to fhew their Opinion by ftamping with their Foor, 
or fome other fign: From hence they were call’d Pedarii ; tho’ 
Aulus Gellius fays they there call’d fo becaufe they came to the 

enate on Foot, whereas the chief Magiftrates came thither in 
their Cvrule Chairs, or Chariots, 

The Sons of Senators were allow’d to come into the Sabha 
that they might be form’d to Bufinefs betimes. The known Story of 
ycung Papiris, who fo wifely concesi’d from his inquifitive Mo- 
ther the Tranfa€tions of the Senate, made that Cuftom to be 
chang'd, with an exception as to himfelf, whofe Sagacity above 
his Years made it due to his Merit ; but the ancient Cuftom was 
reftor’d in. the time of Augujftus. 

_ _ The moft important Article of the Senator’s Fun&tion, was to 

deliberate with the Magiftrates upon the Affairs of the State; at 
firlt they were alfo allow’d the Privilege of fitting in J udgment ; ; 
but at the beginning of the Troubles in the Republick, C. Gracchus 
depriv’d "em of it and gave it to the Knights, who enjoy’d it 15 
Years. Sy//a did afterwards reftore it to the Senators, but they 
did not conftantly keep it. The 
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The Senators were under fevere Limitations; they were not 
allow’d to go out of Italy, nor to farm any of the ‘publick Im- 
pofts, they were not to have-above one Veffel at Sea, and that 
was not to.contain above 300 Amphorz; they were not allow’d 
to marry the Daughtet of an Enfranchifed Man, Dancer, 
Vaulter, or Player. Befides, in cafe of a Confpiracy againft the 
State, when pi daa were pardoned, a Senator was allow’d none, 
for they were jue unworthy of Pardon, becaufe they fhould 
have been uncapable of committing any fuch Crime, becaufe of 
the greatnefs of their Truft. 

The Prerogatives.of the Senators were, that they could not be 
accus'd of Theft or Robbery , that they had the Power to bring 
to Rome any Suit commenc’d againft them in the Provinces ; to fit 
in the chief Seats at public Plays, and. to have the Liftor and 
Fafces, or Bundles. of Rods, carried before them, when out of 
Rome. 

The Habit of the Senators was a fort of Tunic, or Sleevelefs 
Coat, with large Buttons, which they wore without a Girdle. 
They were alfo diftinguifh’d by their Shooes, which were made ia 
form of a-Crefcent. ’ 

The Number of the Senators was not always the fime, they 
were fix’d at a hundred by Romu/us, but were much more nume- 
rous during the time of the Republick. There was this difference 
among them, that the older Senators call’d themfelves Patres, 
and the new ones were call’d Confcripti. Fulius Cefar made 
900 of them, but Augu/tus reform’d the Number. 

The Dignity of Senator was perpetual in it felf, and tho’ the 
Cenfors had Power to degrade them , it was only for great 
Crimes, Of this fort were reckon’d Peculatus, or robbing the 
Common Treafury, too great Riches, too large Houfes, and gi- 
ving of Money to be admitted into the Senate. There were two 
ways of degrading a Senator, one when the Cenfor publifh’d the - 
Caufe of his Degradation, the other, when in the general Re- 
view of the Orders of the Republick, which was once in five 
Years, they fatished themfelvesonly by leaving them out. It was — 
neceffary for making the Degradation of a Senator lawful to 
have the Confent of two Cenfors.

The Senators might fignifie their Mind either’by one word on- 
ly, or by fome fign , and when they did thus fignifie their Mind, 
they were allow’d to {peak of all forts-of Subjects, which Privi- 
ledge they frequently made ufe of to {pend time, and’ to hinder 
any things being ‘brought to a’Conclufion. ~ Garo Unicenfis having 
made ufe of this Artifice, Falius Cefar, whogwas. then Conful,: 
imprifoned him for it. 2

Difpofition. of Peoples Minds in Germany, and .the neighbouring - 
Countries, at that time, for Luther having juft then begun the Re- 
formation, any thing contrary to Popery..went down; and they 
gave the. name. of: Anabapiifts to feveral Se&s, who, under. pre- 
tence. of a greater Reformation, Separated themfelves from the: 
other Proteftants. This Name. proceeds from an Error common » 
to all thofe Se€ts., that is,-they condemn Infant Baptifm, and-re-- 
baptife fuch as were baptis’d’ in their-Infancy, becaufe, as they » 
retend, Baptifm ought to be preceded by A&ts.of Faith, which: 
afants are not capable of.

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To thefe Errors each Se&t of Anabaprifts add feveral others. 
Some denie the Trinity and revive the Errors of Eutychius and 
Appelles. ‘They maintain that ‘the Son of God did not take our 
Flefh in the Womb of the bleffed Virgin, but was vefted with a 
eae Body, and that at laft the Divine Nature {wallowed 
upthe Humane. | 

Others on the contrary taught there were three unequal Gods ; 
others reviv'd the Error of Arivs, and even -that of Photinus: 
againft the Divinity of Jefus Chrift. Others reviv’d Origen’s 
Dreams about the Pre-exiftence of Souis before Bodies, and 
the pretended Sins thofe Souls committed in Heaven.* They 
affirmn’d likewife, as he did, that the Devils Torments will have 
an End. Some of them believed that the Srats.and all other Bo- 
dies were animated. They allowed Men with thé Valentinians, 
to renounce their Faith in time of Perfecution. In fhort, carrying 
their Enthufiafm to the utmoft Excef$, they affirmed that Adams 
Sin being entirely atton’d for, Men were re eftablifh’d in their firft 
‘ State of Innocency. Hence it was that they pray’d naked in their 
Churches, abandoning all manner of Shame, and {aid they could 
‘not fin, even when they committed the groffeft  Irrezulari- 
ties. They allow’d Polygamy and Inceft, and made it a. Duty 
of Religion to deny nothing to our moft Brutal Paffions, they 
pretended to be fent by Jefus Chrift in an extraordinary Manner, 
to detroy’all the Porentates of the Earth, and ro ‘eftablifh a new 
Univerfal Monarchy. | | 

And, as they could not find any Scripture to juftifie fo many 
Crimes, they rejefted the authority of it, and took for a Rule 
extraordinary Revelations, and fo became moft extravagant Fa- 
naticks,in fo far,that fome of them boafted themfelves to be Elias, 
others {aid they weré the Sons of God; of the latter we have an . 
Example in David George, a Painter of Glafs, and Native of 
Ghent, who about the year 1§27. faid he was the third David, 
the Grand-fon of God, not according to the Flefh, but according 
to the Spirit. Our Author, who fays Page 7, that David George © 
pretended ro be the Nephew of God, miltook the Signification 
of the' Latin Word Nepos. | ig 

He relates at large all the Names that have been given to the 
Anabaptifts, but we fhall content our felves with obferving that 
they call’d themfelves the Apoffolicks, and that thofe Libertins 
again{t whom Ca/vin declares with fo much Warmth; and whom 
Bevlarmin, has folidly retuted were no other than the firft Ana- 
baptifts 3 Tt Then 
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Then our Author ipraks of two Sefts of ancient Anabaptifts 
‘that had their particular Errors. The Augafliniens, Ditciples of 
"a certain Man call’d Axguffim, maintained that Heaven would 
not be open’d to any Man’till the laft Day, and the Medchiorifts, 

the Followers of Me/chior Hoffman, who revived. at once-the Er- 
“rors of the Pelagians, Novatians and Midlenaries, and join’d them 
to the other Errors of the Anabaprifts. 

Having given us an [dea of the Dottrine of the Anabaptifts, 
which he juftly cals a.monftrous Medly of all the moft extravya- 
gant ancient Herefics,our Author proceeds to the Hiftory of Matters 

of Fagt. Hiftorians cannot agree. cither.as to the time, or, place 
where this Se&t began, fome fay it was inBabemig, others. in the 
Vallies of Piedmont, and the, Papifts.unjuftly charge it on Lx- 
tber, and the other Reformers. . 

For Nicholas Stork, and Tbemas Muatzer, the former. born in 
Mifnia, and the latter in another part of Sexony, were the -real 
Authors of this Se€t. At firft. they.own’d the Do&trine of Le 
ther, but receding from.that, they denied the, Authority of the 
Scripture, and undertook to deftroy fecular;Powers. In 1528.. 
Muntzer pat himfelf at the Head of a,great number of Rebel 
Peafants. Philip Landtgrave of Hef, and Henry Duke of Saxe- 
ny, joining their Troops with thofe of the Duke of Brun/wick,. 
and Count Mansfe/dt, attack’d the Rebels near Franku/e,May15.. 
The Battel was long, bloody, and doubiful, but at lat. Vitory 
‘declar’d it felf for the Princes, and above 7000 of the Rebels. 
were kill’d.on the Place. Munrzer, who had hid bimfelf,. was 
diftovered, and beheaded about the end of the Year. Then our 
Au-hor relates the ProgrefSof the Anabaptifts in Swiffer/and, and. 
ths repeated. Recantations of Hu/mejer, their. Chief. Doftor,who- 
was at laft burnt.at. Viernain 1527. Pag¢34., our Author {peaks 
of the famous Schwenkficld, who, fron a Lutheran, became the 
Head of a Sé&t.of Extychian Anabaptifts,and. denied more openly: 
than any other, the Authority of the Scripture. Then he re-- 
lates the Rife of feveral Sef&ts of Anabaptifts.in Holland, and the 
various Seditions they. raifed.. This firft. Book concludes with. 
an Adventure odd enough. The Peafants of Szxony feduced 
by.an Anabaptifts,who preached that the Day of Judgment would. 
infallibly happen on Oé/ober 1533..negletted to till the Ground, . 
wut had time enough to repent. of their Credulity. 
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The fecond Book contains what is moft Curious in this Hifto- 
YS that is the Eftablifhment of the Kingdom of Muafter. Fobn 
attbiew a Baker, and Fobn Bechold a Native of Leyden, a Tay- 
lor, counterfeiting the Prophets, came to Munjffer and there 
broach’d thatError. At firft they run through the Streets crying 
. Repent, Repent, but foon after form’d a. Party, and obl’ig’d the 
Bifhop and principal Inhabitants to retire, maffacring all that 
would not obey ’em, and remain’d Mafters of the City. Wemutft 
own, that in fpite of the Extravagance of their Revelations and 
the Religion they fet up, they fhew’d a great Dexterity in their 
Condu& to eftablifh their Authority, and to defend themfelves 
again{t the Bifhop, who was the Temporal Prince both of the 
City and Diocefs. They engag’d by their Preachments all the 
Inhabitants that were in the Town to work, and finifh in a very 
little’ time new Ramparts round the Place. They manag’d the 
Provifions very cunningly, and dextroufly us‘d their falfe Revela- 
tions to keep up the Courage of the Burghers. The City was 
befieg’d Feb. 14. 1534. Fobn Matrbiew was kill’d in the beginning 
of the Siege, and upon his death ‘foba Bechold became Chief, and 
tho’ he was but 26 Years of Age, carried himfelf with an ama- 
zing Dexterity. At firft he eftablifh’d twelve Judges, but foon 
after making ufe of a falfe fuborned Prophet, he took upon. him- 
felf the Title and abfolute Power of King; and, being afham’d 
becaufe caught -in Adultery, he authoriz’d Polygamy, by a Law: 
He coin’d new: Money, and affe€ted to appear in Publick wich 
gteat Magnificence and Splendour. -In the mean time he amus’d 
his Followers by fpreading falfe Predi€tions, and promifing him- 
felf the Dominion of the whole World. As hard prefs’d as he 
was: by the Bifhops Troops, yet he form’d a Proje&t to make him- 
felf Mafter of Holand. He fent trufty Perfons, who had certain--. 
ly furprisd the City of Leyden, Feb. 23. 1535, had’not the Con- 
{piracy beén difcover’d by a Letter-of the Governor of Vorden, 
the Gates being fhut but a few Hours before the Enterprize was 
to have been executed. This was not the only Enterprize of the 
King of Aluafter’s Emiffaries on the Cities of Holland-and Frie/- 
/and, but none of them fucceeded. , 

Oar Author; Page 119; relates an Adventure, which, together 
with its extravagant’ Impiety, has fomething Comical init. At 
Zant, a Village near Groningen, an Anabaprift, nam’d Cornelus, 
came to'find a great Prophet of their Se&t,a Shoomaker by Trade ;

manner, to make War, or to Swear. He condemn’d, as alt.orher 
Anabaptifts do, the Baptifm of Iutants, and taught: wich Me/ebior 
Hoffman, that the human Nature. of Jefus Chritt was contubfian- 
tial ro the Divinity, and retain’d many. of the Errors of the anci- 
ent Anabaptilts. — 

The Ute of Excomamunication was. that which, occafion’d the: 
greace{t, Divifion.among the Anabapeifts, fome. fayjng that; Man 
and Wife, if either of the two was excommunicated, thould, fepa- 
rate, by an intire Divorce; others moderated this Rigour ; and 
athers again would not that Excommunication fHould oblige mar- 
ried Perfons to any fort of Separation:

The Patriarch Philotheus faid he was of Papb/agonia, and 

he himfelf fays he was of Heraclea, a City of ‘Pontus neat Pa- | 
pblagonia ; and it’s certain that ‘fobn Metropolitan of Heraclea, 
was his Uncle: He was educated at Conftantinople under the Pa- 
triarch John Glycys, who. pafléd for one of the moft ingenious 
Men of his time. He ftudied Aftronomy under the famous Theo. 
dorus Methochites, who had a particular kindnefs for him, Gre- 
goras, tn{truéted by thefe Great Mafters, came to the Court of 
the Emperor Azdronicus, who lov’d'and: refpe&ted Men- of Learn- 
ing. That’ Prince had a-peculiar Efteem for Gregoras, and’ em- 
ploy’d him-in Negotiations.- Andronrexs the elder betng depos’d 
by Andronicus the younger, and ‘Théodore banifh’d, Gregores, who 
was of their Party, was robb’d of’ his Goods, but not banifh’d. 
His Difgrace sory ce the courfe of his Publick Le&ures, till 
a Calabrian, nat’d Barlaam, wold entér the’Lifts with him, to 
get himfelf Reputatiom Gregoras did not decline the Difputa- 
tion, and fhew’d that he was‘much fuperior to his Adverfary in 
Learning and Eloquence. Bar/aam thus lofing his Repstation at 
ST retir’d to Theffalonica. ' Gregoras refum’d his Pro- 
feflion, and acquitted: himfelf % as gain’d’ him the Eftcem and Ad- 
miration of all‘Men.: °ln the-miean time this bold Man dard not 
to difpute:: with ‘the two Legatés that Pope "Fobn XXI. fenc’ in’ 
1333 to Conftantinople, and found means to'elade the Difp ite, by” 
propofing Conditions which he knew the Latins would not ac- 


cept. 
Seven 
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Seven Years after, Ber/aam, whom the Empepor had fent {@-, 
eretly to the Pope at: Avignon, being on his return to Theffaloni- 
ea, accufed thofe Monks, who thought they faw the light of 
God himfelf. Gregory Palamas undertook to defend them, and 
maintained that he-had {een with his Eyes the Divine Subftance. 
To prove this Syftem, they pretended that the Light, which 
Chrift’s Difciples faw, on Mount ‘Dhabor was increated, tho’ it was 
not. God himielf.. Bar/aam ‘teproached them as admitting two 
Divinities, and Axdrenicus, to put an end to thefe Difputes,.af- 
fembied a Council at Conflantinople in the Temple of Sr. Sophia, 
in June 1.53%. .Gregoras being grievoufly afflifted with the Head- 
Ach,could not afaft at,it..We know not the Particulats of what 
pafled at that Affembly,, bur Ceatacuzenes and :Gregoras agreed, 
and Bar/aam not fatished with the Decifion retired to raf. . His 
Retreat did not-appeafe the Troubles, for. Gregory Acindynus 
defended his Party, and accus’d Pa/amas of feveral:Errors. Thefe 
two. Parties had different SuccefS, according .as they were, more 
or lefs in favour -at Court. .In 1345. the; Patriarch Jobz .con-- 
dem’d. Pa/amas jas an Heretick, and sevok’d the Decrees that 
were 11 ade. againft Bar/aam and Acindynus,. But the Face of Af-: 
fairs was foon chang’d, for P2/amas being reftored to the favour 
of the EmprefS Aaa, wrote by her Order againft the Patriarch 
and Acindynus. Gregoras, who, in his Solitude, had: hitherto: 
kept a profound, Silence as to thofe Controverfies, ‘being fent for 
by the Emprefs, and interrogated about the Sentiments of Pala- 
mas, declared againft him. The Emprefs, who favour’d that 
Party, defigned him mifchief, and affembled in Feb. 1347. 2 - 
Council of Bithops of Pa/amas’s Fattion at Conftantinople, who - 
depos’d. Joba Calecas Patriarch of Conftantinople.. Cantacuzenes, 
who solheied himfelf almoft at the fame time of the Empire, 
was alfo very favourable to the Palamites. Gregoras did as much - 
as in him lay to diflwade him, but not:fuceeeding, he perfwad- 
ed the Emprefs Irene, whilft her Husband was gone to Didimo- 
tycos, that the Death of her Son wasa Punifhment for her fif- 
fering the Error of the Pa/amites. The Emprefs believed him, 
and the Palamites being alarm’d, brought back Cantacuzenes,who ~ 
fearing this difpute might. raife Troubles in Conftentinople, fent « 
for the Heads of the two Parties, I/dore, Patriarch of Con/tanti- 
nople, and Gregoras, and made them agree: But when Pa/amas - 
return’d, the Difpute was revived. Two Years after, Ifidore be- - 
ing dead, Cantacusenes offered Gregoras the See of Caaflantion: | 
: ply’. 
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ple, if he would change his‘Opinion; but he refufing ie upon 
that Condition, Cal/iftus, a Monk of Mount-Arhos, an Enemy ot 
the Acindymites, was rais'd to that Dignity. 

Some time after the Emperor aflembled a Synod, Anz. 3351. 
and Gregoras, who was become a Monk, was-one of the princi- 
re A€tors tor the Orthodox Party. After feveral days debaté, the 

ottrine of Palamas was approved by the Council. Ber/aam and 
Acindynus, tho’ dead, were anathematifed, .and the Arch-bifho 
of Epbefus and Ganos, who joined with Gregoras for the De- 
fence of the Acjndynites, were depos’d. _ Some time afier a Sy- 
nodical Volume. was compos’d againft the Ber/aamites, which 
was publifhed and authorifed by the Emperor, who. impos’d Si- 
lénce:on the ‘Acindyaites.. Gregoras having {poken freely againft 
thefe Refolutions,was fhut-up in his Monaftry. - They forbid him 
all Correfpondence with. his Friends,fet Guards upon him,and - did 
all that lay‘in them to make him change his Opinion. . He re- 
main'din this-Priton till the return of Fobn Palwologus, when he 
came ourand fpoke to that Emperor: again{t the Pa/omites : But 
Pa/lamas; who ‘had been taken by’ the Turks, being ranfomed, 
came to defend his Caufe,and kept up his Party. In 1355. Grego- 
ras had a Conference with Palamas in prefence of the Emperor, 
and of Paz/-Arch-bifhop of Srna, who was fent thither by the 
Pope, when tho’ he had not Notice of it;and by Confequence was 
not prepar’d, he ‘proved again{t Pa/amas that the Operations: of 
God are not‘diftinguifhed trom his Subftance. “In the. mean time 

Palamas gave out that he was vi€torious.. Gregoras had likewife 
another Conference with Cantacuzenes, who was yet alive, and 
a Monk under the Name of Foafaph. The Difpute was {0 hot 
betwixt them, that at Jaft they came to hard words. The fame 
Cantacuzenes did afterwards caufe Gregoras to be condemnd by 
an Affembly of Perfons‘of ‘Note, as a Lyar, an impudent and a 
frothy Man. But this Condemnation was founded on things that 
Gregoras never writ, but were falfely imputed to him. We 
know not in what Year Gregoras died. He brought down his 
Hiftory to the Year 1359. when Pa/amas died. ‘The Palamites 
were fo imbitter'd againft their. Adverfaries, that they would 
not fuffer them to interr their Dead, which happened to Gre- 
goras after his Death, as he himfelf forefaw. 

_ Gregoras wasa refolute Man, a Lover of Difcipline, zealous 
for the Truth, but too hot, pailionate, conceited and part al. He 
was too much in love with Glory, and had too good an ——

of himflf: ‘His Style-has feveral Faults, an affetted Eloquencé, 
many fuperfluons Poetical Terms, extraordinary Figures, Hyper- 
batons.and frequent Repetitions of the fame Things and Thoughts, 
He wrote many Treatifes, of which M: Borvin'gives us a Cata- 
logue. Some of them were printed, and many of ’em are in MSS. 
But the-chief of all is -his pie? Hiftory. Wolfius publith’d 
eleven Books in Greek atid Latin at Bofle'in 1562, and at Gene 
vain 1615 in Latin only’; at Paris in. 1567, and at Frankfort an 
Main in 1587. M. Boivin has difcover'd that Gregoras ‘wrote 
38 Books of Hiftory, and ‘has ‘had the good ‘Luck to find them. 
Therefore having undertook to give us a new Edition of the Hi- 
{tory of Gregorasp he’ hqs-put into. the firft Tome ofthe: eleven: 
Books ‘ publiih’d by Wo/fizs,’ the Greek’ Text, 'which He hath re- 
view'd and ¢orrefted_ by’two MSS. “in the King’s Library, and he: 
has fomewhat ainiended the Tranflation, = =” aS een 

The fecond Fome’ contains: the 23 following Books ; ‘the fix

firft of ‘which: were’ printed from a- MS. in-the’King’s Library, 
writ in 1543, ‘and. the other féven from a Copy df the’MS- in the 
Vatican Library, whith contains nine “Books ; thé temaining two 
will be inferted in thé’3d Tome with the other 12. The fourth 
Tome will contain féveral Treatifes;which' may ferve to illuftrate 
the Hiftory of Gregoras. M. Boivin has review’d and corrected 
the Text by'"fevéetal MSS: -he'hds given us a faithful Tranflition, 
divided the Books into-Chapters, and the Chapters into Settions ; 
he has compos’d the Argutnents of each Chapter, fét.down in the _ 
Margin the Names of the Emperors, the Years of Jefiis Chrift, and 
the other /Era’s of Time; and has plac’d at the end of the two 
Tomes; the Notes’ of Wolfys and Da Cange, together with his. 
own, which are tnuch the largeft. ‘He has feparated from the Bo- 
dy of the Hiftory, the Difpute of Gregoras with Cabafilas, which 
takes up above half of the 22d, the whole 23d, and half of the 
24th Book; the other half of which will be inferred at the be- 
ginning of the 3d Tome, that is its natural Place, M. Boivin 
not having time to tranflate this Difputation, employ’d M. Cap-

The eleven firft Books of the Hiftory of Nicephorus Gregoras, 
begin at the Empire of Theodorus Lafcaris, 1. ¢. at the Year 
4204, and end at the death of Andronicus the younger, on Fuae 
45. 1341. Fhe thirteen of the fecond Volume contain the Hifto- 
ry of the ten following Years, during the Reigns of Cantucuzenes 
and Paleologus. In the latter there are many Digreilions and 
other Pieces inferted in the Body of the Hiftory. 

The Opinions of Pa/amas, which Gregoras refutes in his Confe- 
rence with Cabafilas, are, that the Attributes of God are. diftin® 
from his Subftance; that the Opérations of God were not created, 
tho’ diftin& from the Divine Subftance s that the Divine. Perfons 
ate not only diftin&t from one another, but alfo from the Divine 
Effénce and Sub{tance ; that Grace, and the Operation and Gifts of 
the Holy Spirit are not created Things, but fo many uncreated 
Vertues, tho’ diftin&t from the Subftance of the Holy Spirits that 
by this uncreated’ Grace Men are rendred.increated; without Be- 
sinning and without End, Eternal and Heavenly ;. That the Light 
The appear’d on Tabor was an increated Being, flowing from the 
Divine Subftance. Gregeras accufes Palamas for being of the 
parm of the Konoclafts, and {peaking as they do about the Ea- 
charilt. | grnet |

The firft was printed at Bele in 1555. ina large Volume 
in Folio, under the Title of Oxthodoxograpbia. \t was afterwards 
augmented by feveral Works, and printed at Paris ine1576. It 
was again printed feveral times, and inlarg’d under the Title 
of Bibliotheca S. 8. Patrum. \n Folio, eight Volumes, It was 
after this printed at Cologne in 1618. under the Title of Magze 
Bibliotheca veterum Patram, In Folio, 14 Volumes, and laitly 
at Lions in 1677, under that of Maxima Bibliotheca veterum, & 
antiquorum Scriptorum Ecclefiafticorum. \n Folio, 27 Volumes. 
Every one knows that among feveral things, which were want- 
ing in thofe Colle&tions, a Criticifm upon the Works they con- 
tain’d, and an Explication cf the difficult, obfcure and corrupted 
Places in them,was none of the leaft.

‘To this’ Fa- 
ther Nourry did particularly apply himfelf. - He fhews alfo that 
the Latin Veins which: Father Herver has given of this Work, .

¢ has more reafon to doubt if the Book Intituled; Wherber a 
rich Man canbe faved? be truly the 8th Book-of the Stromata. 
Father Nourry makes an Analyfis of it, and fays, that this Work 
having been loft a long time, Carzophilus found it with Origen’s 
Homilies in a Greck Manuferipr: of the: Vatican: Library, and _ 
bak made 
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made a Latin Tranflation.of it, which Gui/ferius printed at Lions 
in 1627. under the Title of} ‘Ibe /aft Homily of Origen: But dif- 
covering his Error, he fays in the Preface to his Commentary of 
Feremy, that it was written by St. Clement of Alexandria. Fa- 
ther Cambefix reprinted it, under the Name of the Aadfuarium 
of the Greek Fathers in-1672,and added long Notes to it. They 

rinted it again at Oxfordin 1683 without Notes; but witha 
Preface, to prove that'St. C/ement was the Author of it. F. Higius 
- printed it again at Lipfic in 1700 with Notes to Father Combefix, 
and takes notice that the preceeding Edition was that of Bifhop 
Fe/] of Oxford. Father Nowrry gives us the Reafons, why it was 
believed to be Origen’s, and afterwards thofe which prove.it to 
have been written by Clemens Alexandrinus , but he {hews it is 
not the 8th Book of the Stromata, becaufe it isa Work well di. 
gefted, and written in Order and Method, which cannot be faid 
of the Stromata, and becaufe there is nothing here faid of the 
Subje& which St. Clement promifed to treat of in his 8th Book. 
Father Nowrry fpeaks afterwards of tome other fimall Pieces 
afcrib’d to St. Clement, and of fome Fragments of the other 
Works of that Father quoted by the Ancients, with Judicious and 
Critical Remarks on the whole. At laft he comes to the Books 
of the Hypotypofis, which are loft. Thefe Books were Commen- 
taries upon the O/d and New Teffament , Exufebius of Cefurea,who 
had read them, fpeaks very well of ’em. Photius ou the other 
hand fays they were full of the groffeft Errors. This occafions Father 
Nourry to fay, that thofe Books were corrupted by Hereticks, af- 
ter the time of Ex/febias, and before that of Photius, and quotes 
a Paflage of Rufinus to prove this Corruption: He gives alfo a 
long Lift of the Works which St. /ement had promis’d to pub- 
lifh, but we know not thatever he compos’d them. 


St. Clement, to prove the Antiquity of Alofes and his Writings, 
gives us feveral Pieces of Chronology, as well of his own as of 
other Authors: Of all thefe feparate Pieces he has form’d a 
Chronological Table from Adam to the time of the Emperor 
Commodus : He join’d th's' Table to the Chronology of Eufebius 
and Siacel/as, tha: by comparing them with thofe of St. Clemenr, 
we may the more eafily judge of em, and difcover their Truth 
or Falfhood. This isin general the Contents of the firft Volume 
of Father Nourry’s Apparatus. i Book will be of great ufe

A the end of the Preface we have an Apology for M. /e 
. Clere’s * Criticifm .on Quintus Curtius, contrary to the 
Cenfure of M: Perizoniusin his Notes on Elian. Theodore Geral 
tells us he is not one that admires every thing in the Ancients, he 
e{teems them, but. is not.fo humourfome as to canonife. their 
groffeft Faults, contrary to Senfe and Reafon. Wherefore. 
he. fometimes: correfts Pedo, tho’ very feldom, and.then very. 
neatly. This is.peculiar to his Notes,.and therefore we fhall in- 
fift a. little on it, becaufe.our Commentator fays not much of 
itin his Preface, and the Matter to us feems important. The 
chief End we ought to propofe to our felves, in.inftruéting Youth 
and.in the Treatifes defign’d for that ufe, fhould be to form their: 
iaeapren ; Whereas to fill their. Memories with:an infinite num- 
of Words heap’d up,is the way to make them prefumptuous Pe-. 


-dants, which-can be no ways ufeful either to Religion or-Civil 


Society. But. it’s certain.-nothing is more proper to form their - 
Judgment, than to obferve to them the Faults.of the Authors 
theysead : ¢.2,: A’ judicious Critig{m on the Eclogues of Virgil, 
which as fine as they are, are. not without: their Faults, would be 
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more ufeful than Volumes in Folio.of Commentaries on thofe 
Eclogues,which only ferve to teach us the fenfe of them. Gora/ 

uotes on this:Head, the Preface of M. Greviws on Florus, where 
that able Critick corre€&ts the Errors that Hiftorian commit- 
ted. 

We may receive the fame Benefit from feveral Notes of our 
Commentator, who, by an infinite skill, fhows us the Faults 
which Pedo has committed in feveral Places, and it were to be 
wifh’d he would do the like on other Authors, which infinitely 
more deferve his Care than Pedo. We fhall {hew the importance of 
thefe Notes by one Example. 

Pedo in his firft Elegy on the Death of Dru/us fays, 


Cafaris adde Domum, qua certe Funeris expers, 
Debuit, bumanis, altior effe, malis. 


This, -fays Goral, is a bafe Flattery in favour of a Family, 
which never did Rome any good. But thofe very Romans, who 
knew no Bounds.to their Liberty, whilft the Republick fubfifted, 
carried their Flattery even to excefs, when they were forc’d to 
obey one Mafter, and the Poets were the firft.and greateft Flat- 
terers of all. 

On the place where Pedo fays, that the Gods hid themfelves, 
dreading the Reproaches of their Worfhippers for not prefer- 
ving the: Life of Drwfus ; Goral obferves the Impertinence and 
Impiety of the Poets, who, -having plac’d wicked Men in.the 
Heavens amongft the number of their Gods, debafe the Deity as 
low, nay, lower than the Humane Nature, by faying that they 
hid themfelves for fear of the Reproaches of Men. The Poets 
had:no Principles, but {pake’according as their Poetick Rage in- 
fpir’d them, feeking after-curious Thoughts and noble Expreffions, 
without confidering whether they contradifted themfélves. Go- 
ral obferves * afterwards, that according to this Humour .they 
{poke oftentimes in the fame Treatife of the fame Subje€, fome- 
times after the manner of Stoics, who believ’d .a certain Detti- 
ny to which all things were fubjefted ; fometimes like Epicure- 
ans, who were fo far from owning a Deftiny that they denied 








* Servius bad before made the fame Remark on the 124b of the ZEneis, 
verfe 467. and Goral fairly quotes bite 
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even a Providence, and attributed all things to uncertain: 
Chance. ‘ 

In this fame Elegy on the Death of Drz/zs the Poet: infults 
the Gods, and gives them fome hard Names, for taking away 
the Life of this Prince, and in another place exhorts Livia his 
Mother to moderare her Complaints, for fear of provoking thefe 
very. Gods. 

Pedo Albinovanus and the other Poets, who were always the 
firft and moft: fawning Fiatterers, have oftentimes carried. their 
Flatteries fo far, by. elevating thofe that were the Objects of it, 
even above the Gods, that its amazing, how. Princes. could en- 
dure fuch empty Complements, dince it argues but little fenfe 
it they did: not fee that all thefe Praifes are falfe, and that 
thofe that wrote. them :did not believe one word of what they 
wrote, but did it only to make their Fortunes.

ey Heodore Goral-has thought fit to add: Publius Coruckus Seve- 
; rus to. Pedo Albinovanus,. becaufe both of them liv’dein the .

Varg/k which. Julius Scalgep has illuftrated with his Notes. We 
have but little to fay as to this New Edition, our Author follows . 
the fame Method. he did-in Pedo. Scaliger was the firft that dif- 
cover’d the real Author agen Treatife, which was falfly attrt- 
buted to.Virgil, and there is. none of all the Carale&ta, that he 
has. illu{trated..with fo. many-Notes as this... However there was 
great need. of our Criticks.Care, for it was fo. much corrupted, 
that we could not read it~ with: any Pleafure or Profit. Gora/ 
has-compar’d all-the ancient Editions, and always chofe that: 
reading which fesm’d moft fuitgble to the Style ard. Method.of 


Severus,. 
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Severus, and makes the beft Senfe. When he could receive no 
light from thofe Editions, as.to the Places he thought corrupted, . 
he inferts Sca/igers Correftions, which come neareft the oldeft 
Editions, he has fometimes alter’d them a little, or fubftiruted 
others in their room, which in his opinion f{eem’d better. But 
he has-not been.too bold in. his Corre€tions,, neither has he made 
any Alterations; but in Places. where’ there was an abfolute Ne- 
ceffity for them. We forgot to:telt you-in our Account of Pedo 
Albinovanus, that Theodore Goral very often refutes Scaligers 
Notes upon that Poet, But thefe Refutations are by far more 
numerous in Severus, becaufe that able Critick was not Natura- 
lift good enough, not,to be miftaken in a Work of that Nature, 
and ,beeaufe:as he own’d himfelf he wrote thofe Notes in haft. 
So that. we find our. new Critick oftner difapproving, Sca/igers 
Corre€tions of the Text of Severus, than giving his approbation 
of them. We would not accufe that learned Man of Ignorance, 
but can. hardly. excufe. him of Precipitation and Inadvertency. 
In fome Places he. has not hit.the. meaning of Severus,. tho’ the 
words were very; plain, and. he has added Correftions,. which | 
one lefs Learned than Sca/iger would hardly have inferted. 

Our Critick has-added to Severus’s Poem, one of his Frag- 
ments on. the death of Cicero, and fome others that he has ga- 
ther’d from ancient. Grammarians, and fays he doubts not but 
we may find;more if we will be at.the Pains. to-look for them. 

Laftly. .. We.have here the Dialogue of Peter (afterwards Car- 
dinal}) Bembo,.on the. Wonders of Mount /Etva.. As-it may ve- 
ry much explain Severus on, the fame Subject, it was thought 
more proper to infert it at length, than to copy fome Places of 
it in the Notes, This Dialogue he took out of Bembo’s Works, 

rinted at Strasburg in.1652, and corre&ted. feveral Faults of the 
refs that.efcap’d in. that: Edition, There was another. Edition 


of them.at the fame Place in 1690, in 13 Volumes,

des Sciences, &c. 1.-e. A Letter from M. Blondel; giving an ac- 
count of what pafé'd at the laft publick Affembly of the Royal 
Accademy of Sciences, held Apri/ 26. 1702. 


Lettre de M. Blondel aun “fem amis par laquelle il P informe de 


Tt Academy was crouded as ufual, the Duke of Or/eance 
. and feveral other Perfons of the firft Rank being prefent. 
It’s a Cuftom among thefe Academics, that thofe who are chofen 
to any new Degteein the Academy,pay, if we may fay fo, their 
Foy, by communicating fomething of great Moment to the Af- 
fembly immediately following, M. Marafdi who from a ‘Mem- 
ber is advanc’d to be Penfionary-of Aftronomy in the room of M. 
le Fuere, has fent from Rome, where he is bufie reforming the 
Kalendar, his obfervation on anew Phenomenon in the Heavens, 
March 2. 1702. M. Caffin’s Son read it tothe Affembly, and 
what I remember is as follows. — : 

M. Maraldi being at Rome, obferv’d about fix in the Evening, 
in a part of the Whales Belly where he perceiv’d no Stars, a long 
tail of Light, which extended it felf along Eridanus. It-was 30 
degrees in length, and in Breadth a degree, and a little more at 
the beginning, but decreas’d ‘towards the end. ‘It follow’d the mo- 
tion of the fix’d Stars. The-dark Seafon ‘hindred M. Mara/d: 
from obferving it the following days. | 

A like Appearance was obferv’d March 10. 1668. by M. Ca/f- 
ni, who was'then at Bologn. He {aw it in the fame ‘part of the 
Heavens, of the fame fhape and fize, having the fame Motion 
and SwiftnefS ,; which was inferted in the Fourzal des Scavans 
‘for Fune, the fame Year. It was likewife obferved then at Goa 
St. Sa/vador, and on the Neighbouring Coafts of the Cape of 
Good Hope, and they found almoft no Parallaxis. M. Caffzi ob- 
ferved then that feveral Ages before Jefus Chrift, there appear’d 
juft fuch an one with all the fame Circumftances. 

This Year, befides M. Maraldi, the Sieur Manfredi, at Bologna, 
the Sieur Mara/d:, father to him of the Academy, at Perinaldo, 
and Father Ca/izt, a Jefuite at Madrid, obferv’'d this appearance, 
which makes fome Conje€ture, that it’s the fame that was feen 
in 1668, by Mr. Cafini 34 Years ago. However we are not to 
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conclude that its! Revolution is précifely im 34 Years, for it may 
have been oftentimes effac’d by’ the:-Moon, oreven by the Sun 
Beams, as Mercury is, whom we don’t fee always when he ought 
to'fhow himfelf. 

Ariftotie, lib. 1. of. Meteors; cap. 6. mentions fuch an appear- 
ance near the Conftellation Orion, when Arifteus or Afteus was 
Archon of Athens, Dicdérus and Sexeca mention it;the one under 
the: Name of the: Lusoas. Thorn, and the'other under the Name’ 
of the Burning Beam. The time of the Obfervation is remark- 
able, for Ariffezs was Archon the 4th of the hundred Olympiad, 
which is a noced Epocha for the Inundation of two Cities of Pe- 
loponefus, Heliffiaand Bara, and. for the famous Battel of Les- 
dra, which was fought two Years afterwards, and ruined the 
Power of the Lacedemonians: 7 

From. this Epocha to the Obfervation of M. Maradldi.is 2046 
Years; that is. 6o.Revolutions of 34 Years, which fhews the re- 
gularity of the Motion of the Appearance, whether its Revolu- 
tion be 34 Years intire, or whether it have a-certain number of 
Revolutions in: 34. Years. 

At that time this Regularity muft needs have been known to 
fome Naturalifts, fince, according to Diodorus, the Chaldees, who 
were confulted about the Prefages of this Appearance, anfwer’d, 
That they were fo far from wondring at it, that they rather 
wondred.that it had not appear’d ; which is a certain Proof, 
that having before obferv’d the Regularity of this Revolution, 
they did not reckon this Appearance an ill Omen. Ii effeét no 
ill thing happened in the Year 1668, And when any fuch thing . 
ee this Appearance is rather a Chronological-Epocha, than - 
the Sign or Canfe of any Evil. 

As nothing has yet been feen-but the Tail of this Comet, it’s - 
to be doubted whether it be areal one, or only a fimple flowing . 
of the Sun-Beams, becaufe, as we have-obferv'd already, they 
may produce fome fuch-thing.. And that which gives rife to this : 
Conjefture is, that in all thefe Obfervations.we always found . 
the South Pole of: the Sun fituated in the fame manner, and that 
ra proper Motions of this Phenomenon follow’d that of the 

igns.

Mr. Hoadly’s Tratts,writ in Oppofition to the Tenth Chap- 
ter of Mr. Calamy’s Abridgment of Baxter’s Lite, whereia they 
undertook to fhew the Reafonablenefs of Minifterial Conformity to 
the Church of England: and here we fhall give the Readera View 
of Mr. Calamy’s Defence. 

This is, it feems, but the firft Part of what he defigns, and takes 
in but only one Part of the Controverfie, wz, the Bufinefs of Re- 
Ordination, one of the five Terms faid by Mr. Calamy to be necef- 
fary for Minifterial Conformity , and with which he and the other 
Diflenting Minifters cannot comply. In the very Beginning of this 
Piece our Author obferves, That there has been High-Church and 
Low-Church among us ever fiuce the Reformation ;.¢. e. Some who 
have been rigorous in impofing of Ceremonies, and others, who 
were for leaving them in their State of Indifferency. To illuftrate 
this he gives us a View of the State of the Church of England from 
King Edward the Sixth, down to our Times; which he thought ne- 
ceflary to do, becaufe from hence we may difcern the true Rife of 
the Controverfi e about Minifterial. Conformity. 

After this he comes more dire€&ly to the Point. Mr. Calamy in 
the Tenth Chapter of the Abridgment of Baxter’s Life, had advan- 
ced, “* That the Eje&ted Minifters muft be Re-ordain’d, if not 
° Epifcopally ordain’d before, as is evident from a Claufe ( here 

~_ cited ) in the A& of Uniformity. That this was what they could 

“not fubmit to; becaufe it would, in their Apprehenfion, be a 
<i , Nullitying their paft Ordination. Thatthis feem’d not to them 

‘a Light Matter, but very Momentous: In as much as the Peace of 

“* their Confciences, the Credit of the Reformed Churches abroad, 

‘‘and the Good and Welfare of the People among whom they lae 
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boured, were all nearly concern’d in it. That their Confciences 
would not allow them to play with Holy Things; in pretending 
“* to be moved by the Holy Ghoft to take upon them the Office of a 
“ Deacon when they knew themfelves already fixt fufficiently 
*“ inthe higher Office of Presbyters.” - Thus far Mr. Calamy ; of 
which Difficulty his two Animadverters, he tells us, have given a 
different Solution: Mr. Ouffe, notcalling the validity of their for- 
mer Ordination into Qneftcn, aflerts the Lawfulnefs of Reordinas 
tion; while Mr. Z/oadly denies the Validity of their former Orders. 
asirregular. One fays if it be Reordination, ’tis not unlawful : 
Theother declares it would not be a Reordination, buta Regular 
Admiflioa into the Miniftry, which before was wanting. Our Au- 
thor takes both ‘their Suggeftions into particular Confideration, be- 
ginning with Mr. Oly fe. 

He had aflerted the Lawfulnefs ofReordination in the prefent Cafe, 
which he proves from Scripture Practice, and from the Reafon 
of the thing it felf. With Refpect to Scripture practice Mr Oly fe 
had maintain’d, that all the Apoftles had a double Ordination, and 
particularly Pax! and Barnabas. As toSt. Paul "tis faid, That he 
had a Proteftative Miffion from Chrift himfelf to Preach the Gofpel 
to the Gentiles, As 26. 16. 17. 18: and afterwards Confirm’d in 
his Calling to the fame Miniftry by Avanias, Atts 22. 14, 15: and 
yet he had alfo afterwards another Ordination, by the hands of Lu- 
cius, Niger, and Manaen, Acts 13. 1, 2, 3. And as to Barnabas. 
tis faid, he had a Miffion from the Church at Yeru/alem to preach at 
Antioch, A&s tt. 22. And yet he had another Ordination after- 
wardstogether with Sr. Paul, by the fame hands. In oppofition to 
this Mr. Calamy makes the following Remarks (1.) That ’tis plain 
enough, that St Pax without any humane Ordination, was furnifh’d 
with a full Apoftolical Power by our Saviour, who appear’d to him 
at the time of his Converfion, (2.) That he was own’d and approv’d 
in his Calling to the fame Miniftry by Anamas, which approbati- 
tion he faith was no new Ordination. (3-) that ’tis difficult to prove: 
that an Apoftle as fuch, needed the Impofition of any humane 
hands, to fet him apart to his Office ; fince (according to our Mo- 
dern Criticks) a Miffion from God alone, without any humane 
intervention, and without the Ceremony of Ordination, was eflenti- 
al to his Apoftolical Fun@ion. (q4.) That either St. Paul or 
Barnabas, had any other humane Ordination than this, Canaot, 
he conceives, be prov’d. (5.) Thatthere may be good reafon. 


given for fuch aieparation to fuch a Work as that intended By the 
oly. 
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HolyGhoft in As 13. 1,2, and yet no warrant for proper Reor- 
dination. Upon the whole he tells us, That either this in 4:75 1 3. 
1, 2.was a proper ordination, or it wasnot; if it was a proper Ordina- 
tion, it was the only Ordination we know of which thefe perfons re- | 
ceiv’'d from human hands: And therefore, we can’t from thence in- 
fer, the warrantablenefs of a proper double Ordination. 

As to what Mr. Olyff argues from the nature and reafon of the 
thing it felf, our Author confiders it diftin@ly : And with refpe& to 
what is alledg’d concerning the Power of a National Church,he an{wers: 
“ That tho’ he isheartily for a NarionalChurch, that will leave Mi- 
“¢ nifters and People, confidered feparately and in Society, the pea- 
“ ceable pofleflion of their inconteftable Rights, yet he cannot iup- 
“© pofe, that any National Church has Power to diveft the Officers 
“ of Chrift of that Authority which be has committed to them 3 as 
“ it muft have, if it can Null their Orders, which are juftified by 
“ Scripture.” After this Mr. Calamy Starts the following Queries, 
and asks, why, fuch as have been ordained by Presbyters, may 
not be declar’d, approv’d and Authoriz’d in a way lefs liable to Ob- 
jetion, than that propofed by Mr. Olyffe? Why might not a 
Change in their Cafe be allow’d in the Office? Why muft it be put 
upon them publickly todeclare, that they are mov’d by the Holy 
Ghoft to take upon them the Office of a Deacon, for which there can be no 
occafion ? And why muft they now be declar’d Minifters in fuch a 
manner, as plainly implies they were not Minifters before ? 

After this Mr. Calamy proceeds to Confider Mr. Hoadly’s way of 
Reafoning on this Head of Ordination ; He goes upon another Hy- 
pothefis than thatof Mr Odyffe, and ia recapitulating the force of 
his Argument againft Ordination by Presbyters, gives us this Ge- 
neral Acccount. Jn all that I have faid, {ays Mr. Hoadly) I only take 
this for granted, that Epifcopal Ordination, is the regular Ordination, 
which their, [the Diffenting Minifters] Reafonings under this Head, 
give me leave to fuppofe. From whence it follows that their Ordination is 
Irregular. Mr. Calamy profefles that Mr. ‘Hoadly’s way of Reafo- 
ning makes very little Impreflion upon him, and that for thefe 
Reafons: (t.) Becaufe ’tis fo like the Reafoning of the Papiffs a- 
gainft the Prote/fants, they having hardly had any more popular Infi- 
nuation, wherewith torun down the Reformed Churches, than 
this ; That their Ordinations are Null, for want of Authority in 
their Ordainers. And therefore our Author fays, he is upon a dou- 
ble account forry to find Mr. Hoadly, and othersthat applaud his 
performance, taking fo much pleafure in Nullifying the Miniftry o 
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the Moderate Diffenters, both becaufe their Arguments are fhar pened 
at the Roman Forge, and becanfe many of the Principles, by which 
they muft. defend their own Miniftry again{t the Papi/ts, will equal- 
ly ferve for the Diffenting Adiniffers Defence, (2.) Becaufe Mr, 
Hoadly’s Arguments againit the validity of Ordination by Presby- 
ters, reflect on many of thefoffering Witnefles of Chrift, whohave 
fteod up in the Defence of the Truth and. Purity of the Gofpel, a- 
gainft Popifh Co:ruptions; and oa moft of the Reformed Churches 
at this time tn Being. (3..) Becaufe Mr. Hoadly’s Hypothelis lays 
greater ftrefs upon a Nicety, than upon the main Subftance, upon 
the Dignity of the Perfons Ordaining, than upon the Qualifications 
of the Perfons Ordained. (4.) Becaule this way of Arguing wow’d 
hardly be born if it were to be retorted, and therefore he thinks 
fhou’d be us’? with Caution. 

Having made thefe Obje&ions againft Mr. Hoadly’s Reafoning a- 
hout the Affair of Ordination, Our Author in the fequel of his De- 
fence purfues this Method. Firft he propofes diftin@ly the main 
Arguments, by which the Validity of Presbyterian-Ordinationis de- 
tended: Then heconfiders how far the Judgment of the Fathers 
concerning the matter, which is commonly urg’d againit the Diffen- 
ters, may be depended on: And laitly he weighs Mr. Hoadly’s Sug- 
geftions, with all the Candour, that he himfelf cou’d defire. 

To prove the Validity of Ordination by Presbyrers, Mr. Calamy 
produces four Arguments. | . 7 

His firft Argument is taken froin the Identity of Bifhops and Pref- 
byters, and in the Words of Dr. Whitaker runs thus, Our Adinifters be- 
ang Presbyters, and Presbyters being byDivine right the fame as Bifhops,they 
may warrantably ordain other Presbyters, and fer them over the Church. 
To make good. this Argument, our Author endeavours to prove 
by feveral paflages of Scripture, wherein the terms Presbyter and Bi- 
fhop occur, that Presbyters are by divine right, the fame as Bifhops, 
and from thence draws this Conclufion that fince Presbyters are in 
Scripture, and by divine right the fame with Bifhops, they may war- 
rantably Ordain other Perfons Presbyters. To. free this Opinion: 
from the imputation of Novelty, he adds the Teftimony of feve- 
ral other Authors,as that of Dr. Sohn Raynolds, Bifhop Jewel, the Pro- 
teftant Churches of the German Empire, aad others. 

His fecond Argument to the famé purpofe, is. caken from the di- 
ftin@ confideration of the Office of a Presbyter, and runs thus: 
Our Ordainers are by vertue of their Office impowerd to ordain, and there- 
fare their Ordinations, when manag’d pioufly and prudently, mee be. 

| Null, 
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Nall, or invalid, or unacceptable toGod. The Sum of this Argu- 
ment be pleas’d to take in Mr. Calamy’s own Words: “ Since, fays 
“ he, Bifhops and Presbyters, even after their being diftinguifh’d 
“ in the Church, have but one and the fame Divine Commiffion for 
“¢ all Minifterial Offices, they have one and the fame intrinfick Pow- 
‘“‘ er to ordain Perfons to the Miniftery, which Power as properly 
“ agrees to all Presbyters in the Chriftian, as toall Elders in the 
“ Jewifh Church. No Law of God hath reftrain’d the Exercife 
“Sof it, while it is manag’d for the promoting true Piety, and 
“ the Edification of the Church: And tho’ Ecclefiaftical Laws have. 
“ reftrain’d. the Exercife of it, yet they have not extinguifh’d it : 
“Te may be reviv’d upona fitting Occafion ; and therefore their 
“ Ordinations, when manag’d pioufly and prudently, cannot be Null:. 
“ For they are but the Exercife of an inherent Power of our Lord’s 
** own conferring. 

Gur Author’s next Argument to prove the Validity of Ordina- 
tion by Presbyters, is taken from the Conformity thereof to the. 
Rvle of Scripture. Now (fays he) all that in the Scripture is re- 
guir’d in order to a.due Call tothe Minifterial Office, is,that the Per- 
fons fingled out be duly qualified ; that being fo qualified, they be fo- 
lemnly fet apart for the Office, by Fafting and Prayer, and Impo- 
fition of Hands 3, and that the Perfons who thus fet them apart in 
a way. of folemn Inveltiture, be fuch as are themfelves invefted and: 
exercis’d in the fame Holy. Office. Till therefore (concludes he) 
it can be made appear,, that the Diflenters in fome of thefe particu- 
lars vary from the Rule of Scripture, He cannot but think they run. 
a Hazard of offending the great Lawgiver of the Church,who cenfire 
theirOrdinations as-uawarrantable.Under the fame Head he pretends 
to prove that if Ecclefiaftical Canons be made the Standard of 
Regular Ordinations, then thofe of the eftablifh’d Church will 
not eafily be clear’d from Irregularity. 

His Fourth and Laft Argument.is taken from the Ends of Ordi- 
nation, which (as he tells us) are as effeCtually anfwer’d; where 
Senior Presbyters ordain, as where Diocefan Bifhops are the Per- 
fons that officiate. The Ends of Ordination, Mr. Calamy takes to 
be Thefe: The fetting Men apart to the Office of the Miniftry,. 
by delivering the Commiflion, and invefting with a Minifterial Av- 
thority ; the Recommending a Man folemnly to. the Grace of God 
fer Affiftance in the Difcharge of his Duty; the preventing an Ia- 
trufion into the Sacred Office by unqualify’d Perfons ,; and the con- 


ciliating a Man that Meafure of Refpec in the Church, as ts een a

fary in order to his being ufeful in his Minifterial Office. Al} 
. thefe Ends he undertakes to prove may be effectually obtain’d, 
where Presbyters are the Ordainers ; and if fo, he thinks it muft 
be the Effeé of Prejudice rather than folid Reafon, for any to affert 
their Ordiaations to be invalid, upon the whole matter, he tells us 
that thefe Arguments of his are not to be born down by meer . 
Authority of the Antients in Oppofition to the Teftimony of Scrip- 
ture ; and that the Validity of their Orders cannot be difprov’d 
til] the Neceflity of the Hands of a fuperisr Bifhop in Ordination 
is clear’d from Scripture. 
Mr. Calamy goes on to his Confideration relating to the Tefti- 
mony of the Fathers ufually alledg’d in the prefent Cafe. And 
here he pretends to prove. (1.) That the Church of England her 
felf has not that Confidence in the Fathers as there isan Appearance 
of, in the ufual arguing of her dutiful Sous upon this Head of Or- 
ders. And here he undertakes to prove that the Church of Eng- 
land after al] her boafts, differs from the Ancient Church in many 
points‘of Doftrine, Ceremonies,.and Difcipline. But (2.) Sup- 
‘pofing the Church of England, had in all things manifefted that 
Regard to the Fathers, that wouw’d become thofe who fhou’d pre- 
tend tourge their Authority upon theDiffenters; yet it isno eafie 
thing to difcover the true and real fenfe of the Fathers in this De- 
bate about Ordination, fo thatan Argument drawn from them muit 
-be very uncertain. And here our Author undertakes to decry 
(with how much reafon we leav. the Learned World to judge) the 
Writings of the Fathers with refpe@ to Epifcopacy, and fets up 
St. Jerome in oppofition to all the Ignatius’s, Papias’s, Hegefippus’s, 
‘&c. of the primitive times. (3) He tells us, that tho? we were 
fully clear as to the fenfe of the Fathers, and affur’d that we un- 
derftood them rightly, yet we fhou’d have but little Reafon to de- 
spend on their Report, when we find them guilty of fo many Mi- 
{takes and fo often Contradi@ting one another. Under this Head he 
undertakes to fhew the Uncertainty of Apoftolical Tradition be- 
yond the Compafs of the Scriptures ; and the ftrange Confufion of 
the Tables of Succeffion in the three moft Celebrated Churches of 
Antioch, Alexandria, and Rome. (4.) Mr. Calamy farther urges, That 
to find fome of the Fathers reprefenting the Queftioning the Diffe- 
rence between a Bifhop and a Presbyter as a Herefy, will fignifie lit- 
tle with fuch as know, and have leifure to confider for how fimall a 
thing a Man wasin the Ancient Church, often cry’d down as an He- 
retick ; and for what Trifles they were then many times er 
nicated. 
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nicated. (5.) and Laftly, to put a period to his. General Remarks 
concerning the Teftimony of the Fathers, he fays, that there area 
great many paflages to be met with in their Writings, which laid 
together, may abate the Triumph of the Conformifts if they will 
weigh them impartially. 

After this our Author goes on to the. third thing propos’d, and 
diftinétly.confiders Mr. Hloadly’s Sugzeitions upon this Head of Or- 
ders; tells us that the Epiftles to Timothy and Tirus are more boafted 
of thanthere is ground for; and That Mr. Aoadly’s Anfwer to the 
Objections of the Diflenting Minifters againft their being Reor- 
dain’d are not fufficient. Then he endeavours to’give a particular 
Reply to Mr. Hoadly’s Queries about Modern Ordination among the 
Diflenters, and clofes the whole with a fet of Queries to Convince 
Mr Aoadly, that they ftand not on fo weak a Bottom as to their 
Miniftry, as he feems to apprehend, and that this Affair of Ordi- 
nation and Reordination, deferves his fecond and Maturer Thoughts. 


But having enlarg’d fo much already on Mr. Calamy’s Performance, - 


we fhal] not enter into the Detail of thefe points, but fhall leave 
them with his Poftfcript againft Mr. Dorrington, to the -perufal 
and Judgment of thofe, who thiak it worth their while to enquire 
into the Merits of the Caufe. 

Thus have we given you a fair and Impartial Account of our Au- 


thors defence, without making any Reflection upon it, unlefs with- 


refpeét to the hard Treatment he ufes towards the Fathers. And 
truly with relation tothem, we muft beg leave to tell Mr.. Calamy 


that he has not behav’d himfelf with that Temper that becomes a. 


Gentleman and a Chriftian. To fay, that thofe who were the imme- 


diate Followers of the Apoftles, were miftaken in their Notions: 


concerning the Rulesof Church Government prefcribed in Scrip- 


ture; to charge them with contradicting one another 5. to queftion: 


the genuinene(fs of their Writings. now extant; and toarraign them 
all (except St Serome) by whole-fale, is (we humbly. conceive) 


fuch an Affront, as none buta-Toland would -have caft upon them.. 


We beg our Readers and Mr. Calamy’s Pardon for this Excur- 


fion, tho’ we could not but think it neceflary; fince if they who: 
liv’d in and juftafter. the Apoftles time, cannot be rely’d on inthe: 


fenfe they give us of the Inftitutions of our Saviour aad his Apo- 


ftles, We, who live at fuch a diftance from them, cannot without: 


the greateit Arrogance pretend to be Competent Judges in the Cafe, 


andif they were Mistaken, Mr. Cal/amy.and all others have.not the. 
Mi 


leaft pretence to Infallibility, 
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A ferious Admonition to Mr. Calamy, occafion dby the firft part of bis 
Defence of Modern Nonconjormity. By Becjamin Hoadly, M. A. 
London, Printed for Tim. Childe. 1703. 8v0. pag. 54. 


Ho’ Mr. Calamy’s Treatife (accougted for in the foregoing Ar- 

ticle) is intitled a Defence of Moderate Nonconformity, in 
Anfwer to the Refleftions of Mr. Olly fie, and Mr. Hoadly, yet the 
Greateft part of it is levell’d againftthe Latter of his two Ani- 
madverters. Itis notindeed Cuftomary with us, to give an Ab- 
ftraét of fo fmall a piece asis now before us, but it Coming ont 
juft after Mr. Calamy’s Defence, and being intended to give him 
and the World aclearer Light intothe Nature of the Controverfy 
on foot; we cannot but-think it proper to prefeat the Reader with 
fome Account of it. 

Mr. Aoadly does not in thefe papers pretend to reply direly to 
Mr.Calamy’s Defence,(referring that for another time,and more feri- 
ous Confideration) ; All he aims at at prefent is, Firft to obferve that 
Great part of Mr. Calamy’s Defence is taken up in what is of no Re- 
lation tothe Caufe between them ; and that many thingsare brought 
into it.which may help to obfcure the Controverfie, and prejudice 
Men againft the Eftablifht Church : And then Secondly, to takenotice 
of the perfonal Reflections fcattered through Mr. Czlamy’s Book, his 
unhandfome Treatment, his unkind Cenfures, and his Mifrepre- 
fentations of our Authors manner of Writing, and his Defign. 

For the proof of the former of thefe points, Mr. Hoadly begins 
(1.) with the two Sentences which Mr. Calamy has thought fit to 
prefix to his Book ; the one taken out of the Bifhop of Sarum, 
the other out of Puffendorf,; which Sentences, he diftinétly evinces, 
to have no Relation to the Controverfy between them. (2.) Our 
Author cannot but obferve how folicitous Mr. Celamy {till is to 


draw in all the unneceflary aggravations he can think of; Such, he 


theans, as may either raife a Refpeét ian the Reader for his Caufe ; 
or prejudice him againft the Caufe which the-Conformilts Maintain. 
Of thefe aggravations he gives us feveral Inftances in the Preface to 
Mr. ° Calamy’s Work. (3.) He tells Mr. Calamy, that throughout his 
preface and the Book it felf he amufes the World with a Talk of 
Catholick Chriftianity 5 a Catholick Temper ; a Catholick Spirit; 
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‘inion upon Scripture Terms ; and a Zeal again{ft making more 
neceflary to the making a Man a Member of the Church, than what 
is neceflary to-the making{Him:a ‘Chriftian:; all which is Boreign 
to the Controverfy,,) fince Mr. Héadly declares he.had dhown, that, 
were the Scheme of thofe Minifters, whom Mr. Calamy profefles to 
follow; accepted the fame Objections will lye againft the Conftitu- 
tion; that Mr. Baxter, and the Independents are guilty. of the fame 
thing; and. confequently chat'the Diffenters da not.expech or defire 
a National Eftablifhmeat, wholly without fuch Additions as will Ex- 
clude many, who havea Title tothe Name‘ of Chriftians. (4.) Mr- 
Hoadly in the next place obferves, That a great many Pages of Mr. 
Calamy’s Book are of no concern to. him. For inftance, he tells us, 
That the Defence from Page1, to Page1.6,:isia preliminary , that 
his Hiftorical Account from Page 1.6 to Page 324: feems.to be of no 
Confequeace to the Queition in debates. that-from:Page 35 to Page — 
52, the Defence: relates only to’ Mr. O/bffe, and.not to our Author : 
that from Page 68 to'Page 70, it concerns the Learned Mr. Dodwell’s 
Notion; and Laftly, that from Page 125 to Page 183, we have an 
elaborate. Differtatioa againft. the. Fathers and:their Authority in 
Queftion between them.» All thefe Inftances and, parts of the De- 
fance, Mr. Aload/y faith; -have no Relation to:the prefent Controver- 
fie, and, therefore hethinks himfelf to,be not under the leaft Obliga- 
tion to confider them any farther. | 
Our Author goes on in the fecond place to take Notice of the Per- 
fonal Reflections featter’'d through Mr. Calamy’s: Book, his unhand- 
fome. Treatment, .&c;) This he thinks very Neceflary, not only.as' a 
juft Vindication, of ;himfelf, in-thefe. points;:;ia which. 10 good: Man 
is willing that his Reputation fhould fuffer;)-but principally for 
the fake of Truth, and of that Caufe in which he is (upon true 
Chriftian Principles) engag’d. What Mr. Hoadly has to complain 
of under this Head, is, that he finds Mr. Calamy very free in Refle- 
cing upon his Temper and Candour ; his manner of Writing ; and 
charging him with little regard to Peace and Union. Thefe Perfo- 
nat-Keflecttons Mr: Foadly takes into particular Confideration, and 
as particularly fhew how unreafonable and unjuftifiable they are 
and how Foreign they areito the prefent Controverfie between them. 
But on thefe Matters we do not think it at all proper to infift, and 
fhall conclude this Account with our Author’s Poftcript to Mr. Cala- 
my, Which runs thus: : .

EXERCITATION HU. 


This Exercitation confifts of Twenty Five Chapters, and Treats 
Particularly of the Conftitution of the Emperor Antonine, by which 
all the Citizens of the Roman Empire were made Denizens of 
Rome, 

In‘ the firt Chapter he enquifés whether Avtoninus Pins accord- 
ing to Fuffinian and other famous Civilians, was the Author of this 
Conftitution. (And here he produces what he thinks may induce 
One to be of that Opinion, as alfo what may fairly be alledg’d a- 
gaint it. Fuftinian, he tells us, was plainly of the Opinion that Axz- 
toninus Pins was the Author thereof, as appears from what he fays 
in the 78th Novel Ch. 5. whofe Words run thus: Sicut enim A N- 
TONINVS PIV Sco nominatus ¢ft (ex quoetiam appellatio hc ad 
nos pervenit) JUS ROMAN-A. CIVIT ATIS, prins ab uno- — 
guoque fubjettorum petitum, C& taliter eX iis, Gui vocantur peregrini, ad 
Romanam Ingenuitatem dedwcéns’ HOC ILLE OMNIBVUS 
IN COMMUNE SUBFECTIS DONAVIT. Tothis 
Teftimony of Fu/tinian, M, Spanheim adds many others’ on the fame 
fi ide, fach as thofe of ‘Ulpian, Dion, Xi philtne, &c. 

In the next Chapter he enquires "whether this Confticution be not 
owing to Marchus Antoninus, as Aurelixs Vier maintains... Here he 
takes Notice by what Titles this Emperor was defcrib’d in the Civil 
Law ; correéts feveral Places that wére {Corrupted in the Codex 
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relating to Antoninus Pius, and Marcus Antoninus, and gives us an: 
Explication of feveral Paflages taken out of Ariftides, Dion Caffius, 
and other Ancient Civilians relating to this Subje@. ~~ 
_Ta the third Chapter our Author enquires whether this Conftitu- 
tion was of force under the Reigns; of Commodys,. Pertinax and Seve- 
cus 5 iluftrates. the Paflage.taken.out of Spartianas, and fhews-the dif. 
ference between. the Ancient and the Modern Citizens. . 

Having thur far examin’d to whom this Celebrated: Awtonine Con- 
iticution does belong, and evinc’d that neither Antoninus Pins, or his. 
Son Marcus, nor. their Succeflors. (Commodus, Pertinax and Severus). 
were the Authors of it:, Mr. Spanbeim in the fourth Chapter tells 
us, That Antoninus Caracalla was, the firft EoaGer of..that Law. This 
he proves, not only from the Teftimony of Ulpian, but chiefly from 
that of, Dion, a Contemporary Author,, whofe Paflage, as ‘Tranflated 
into Latin by Valefius, runs thus, Poftremo prater Vettigglia, tum alia 
qite ab ipfo primum reperta funt, tum Vettigalia Decime, quam pro yi¢e/- 
fima conflituit , tam eorum qui manumitterentur, quam hereditatum ac 
Legatorum : cum, fuccedcpdi juss GF imamuniates omnes qua proximis de- 
funttorum ac genere conjunttiffimis conceffe legibus erant, fuftul fet. Cu- 
jus rei caufa etiam O-ALNAIABUS OUIIN ORBE ROM A- 
NWO ERANT,CIVITATEM DED 1t: Specie. quidem ipfe 
eis honorem tribuens, fed revera ut fifcum fuum, auger et, gaippe cum peri- 
grini pleraque borum Vettigalinm non penderent. In his Chapter a- 
mong other. things our Author relies, the Opinion.of Hugo Grotius: 
concerning Ulpian, as if he had attributed this Gonftitution to AZar- 
cus, and not to Antoninus Caracalla. He Jikewife_jnforms us what 
the Vektigal’ Vicelffima hereditatuyn, i, e, The Ai of, the twentieth 
pars of Eitates, was, by.what Emperours it ‘Was introduc’d, and 
by whom alter’d: Pap Ak ‘abde pa 

The next Chapter contains a Learned Differtation concerning the 
Amonine Conftitution made in favour of thofe that were. Free-Borns. 
who enjoy’d greater Privileges than the Perfons who. were only Ma- 
numitted, or madé Free. ‘But Fu/fiman, our Author obferves, took 
away this Difference, and laid them both on the fame Level, making. 
no diftin&ion. (with refpe& to the. Privileges.of .Denizenfhip) be- 
tween the Jngenui, and the Liberti. ) = 45 enonified 

Inthe fixth Chapter, Baron Spanheim tells us, That after this Confti- 
tution,was made, Rome became the Common Country to all who liv’d: 
under its JurifdiGion; and to evince’ this, he produces-the Telti- 
mony of feveral Ancient Authors and Civilians. Among others, re- 
markable is that Paflage of Tuy, in his Fourth Oration coupes 
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the Agrarian Law, where fpeaking.of Capua he has this Expreflion : 
Tune. contra banc Romam, COMMUNE MP AT RI AM Omni- 
um noftrorum,.illa altera Rovia quaratur. Hence it came to pafs, that 
after: this. Law was made, None but the Barbarians were ftyl'd Pere- 
grini, Foreigners, and not. the Inhabitants of the Roman Provuices, 
&c. as they were formerly call’d. After this he Treats of the Pro- 
mifcuous Ufe of the Roman Toga, and. the Mark of the Roman Citizens, 
which was taken away from thofe who had forfeited their Freedom, 
to which purpofe he Cites fome Paflages out of Tudy and Pliny the 
Younger. There are many other Remarkable things contained in 
this Chapter, on which it would be too tedious to enlarge at pre- 
ent), «ini aN dw! 

In the. feventh Chapter‘our.Author tells us, That.after the Az- 
tonine Conftitntion, all thofe who were fubject to the Roman Empire 
were baund to obey the Roman Laws; and to prove this he produces 
the Teftimony. of Gregorius Thanmasurgus, Foffius, and the Clementine~ 
Recognitions. The Paifage qnoted out of Clement‘is as follows, Certe:

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Inthe ninth Chapter, M. Spanbeim tells us, that not alfthe Nations 
or Cities in the Roman World were Subje& to the Laws of the” Ro- 
mans, after the Conftitution of the Emperor Antonizus. We might 
enlarge farther upon this and the remaining Chapters, but this 
would carry us outtoo far,and we hope the Specimen already given 
in thisand our formal fournal, is fuficient to excite our Readers

LL who know the worth of Ecclefiaftical Hiftory, muft 

needs acknowledge that this of Exfebins is very valuable, 
‘being extra@ted from the moft Autheatick Recordsof the moft 
Ancient Hiftorians, that have wrote concerning the State of the 
Primitive Church in its early days. | Nor can it be deny’d; 
but that a faithful, fair, and Impartial Abridgement of it'may be 
of great ufe to the prefent Age ; which feems to have forgot the 
Nature of the Primitive Conftitutionof theChurch. | This Mr. 
Parker in his Abridgment undertakes to do. 

It cannot be expected that we fhou’d give you~ an Entire 
Abftra& of this performance, fince the’ Hiftory, of -which’ this 
is but at Abridgment, is too well ‘-known-‘in’ the’ Learned 
World than toftand in need of any Elucidation: At} we can do, 
or can reafonably be expected from us, is to give fome Account 
of the Nature of this. Abridgment, takea out of Mr. Parkers Pre- 
face. And here he_tellsus, with Relation to the Ufe and Worth 
of. Abridgements, that there have been two parties differently per- 
fwaded upon the point; the-Learned and the Lazy. The Latter, 
he fays, encourage Attempts of this kind for their own Eafe, and 
therefore no body ought tothank them.

vaderftand the Original, asof thofethat donot. For (adds he) as 
it were an inexcufable Nezleét in any Man, (whether Divine or La- 
ick) if tolerahly acquainted withthe Geeek Languages, not toread 
fo faithful and edifying an Account, as Ex/febius has given of the ear- 
lieft Ages of the Church, in the Original ; fo it has been a great

He Difcourfes very particularly concerning Man and his Quali- 
fications with his Intrinfick Vertues, Beauties, and on-the Contrary, 
. earges diftinly upon the outward Body and the Beauty thereof. 
Next follows°a large Difcourfe concerning Sciences, Arts, 
Trades and Employments; and another of Education, Breeding, 
Complements, Handfom Deportment, Geitility, and the Degrees 
and Ranks of Mea. And here he requires from what Foundation

riginal Sounds and Tones, when they are diftinguifh’d and un- 

derftood, that is mix’d, compos’d,: tranfpos’d, and divided into 
Certain Numbers and Meafures, arifes and proceeds.the Lofty, 
and asit were, Heavenly Harmony, which the skilful Mafters in 
that infpired Branch of the Mathematicks make. 

We fhall not enlarge aay further on our Author’s Treatife, fup-
